THE EMERGENCY 
BUDGET. 


The Emergency Budget = pro- 
posals outlined by Mr. Snowden 
the House of Commons on 
Thursday, drastic though they are, 
do not ovéasion a great dyal of 
surprise. In fact, they follow very 
closely the forecasts which, have, 
recently been given, They mean, 
in brief, that every section of the 
community, from unemployed to 
artisan, “and from the salaried 
class to the wealthy, is being called 
upon to bear a share in the bur- 
den which has to be shouldered. 
Disgruntled Labourifes may com- 
plain and allege unfair treatment 
of the working classes, but’ an 
anulysis of the proposals does not 
support their contentions. Ad- 
mittedly, the unemployed are to 
suffer a ‘ten per cent. cut in bene- 
file,” and the working classes will 
have to pay more for their beer, 
tobacco und entertainments; but 
against this we have to place the 
heavy cuts suffered by Ministers 
and Civil Servants, as well ‘as the 
big extra sums’ which the middle 
und upper classes will have to_pay 
in Income Tax whilst at the same

Actually, however, it is found on 
analysis of the proposals that a 
vory great part of the moncy saved 
by cuts and of the funds secured 
by new imposts is required for the 
unemployed, That point can ba 
demonstrated by the fact that on 
n deficit of £74. millions, a sum of 
£34 millions is required to: meet 
unemployment granta and relfef. 
That is what the cessation of bor- 
rowing for the Unemployment and 
Road Funda Involves. Indeed, Mr. 
Snowden was able to show that 
while seven yeara ago the Unem- 
ployment Fund was paying ita way, 
this year it is costing the Exche- 
quer about a hundred million 
pounds. It is very obvious, therc- 
fore, that a considerable propor- 
tion of the money saved by ccono- 
mies and of the new revenue raised 
Will go towards the workless in one 
form or another, The unemployed 
have to bear a slight cut in thelr 
granta, of course, but aside from 
this the moncy which they absorb 
will be provided by those, of ill 
classes, ‘who are in work and by 
those of independent monns, De- 
crensed revenue and increased un- 
employment reflect the general de- 
preasion which has been felt by’ 
Britain in common with all. other 
countries. These are the main 
factors which have caused the de- 
ficit. Only by balancing the Bud- 
get can British credit. abroad be

Inga big burden. Ife hrs perforce 
now to shoulder a heavier load. 
Happily, despite the severity of the 
proposals, there = are indications 
that the country is prepared to 
mnke the sacrifice.

How to, Balance Budgets. 


Mr.- Philip Snowden has given 
such a disagreeably  efficicht de- 
moristration of what happens when 
reduced income ig called upon to 
meet increased expenditure that 
few British «residents of this 
Colony will find: themselves echo- 
ing Mr. Browning, whether the 
season be April, June or Novem- 
ber. On the whole, depressed sil- 
ver notwithstanding, we (inelui- 
ing Government servants, and 
teachers) should regard ourselves 
ns very fortunate.

GOLD STANDARD. 


By HUBERT PHILLIPS. © VIT AL? 


The Government hna submitted 
Its plans for balancing the Budget. 
And ‘the obstacles Ilkely to be laid 
in the. way by tho Labour Party. 
suggest. that tho necessity of 
balancing the Budget is not- yet 
everywhero jreallsed. . 

“Why bother bout the Budget?” 

me critics, “The country ig

The query sounds plaualble 
enough. But, unfortunately (as I 
shall try to show), the point has 
been arrived at when we can goon 
borrowing no'longer. Unless Bri- 
tain can ‘demonstrate, beyond 
cavil, that her Budget will balance 
next March, she may well be forded 
off the:gold standard. 

And if this happens, inenleulnabla 
didasters may ensue,’ 

To make this clear, 1 shall en= 
deavour to answer three quostions: 
Firstly} yohat ia the gold standard? 
Secondly, how could we be forced 

off it? 
Thirdly, what would happen tf we 
were? 

Though in fnct the issue is 
atraightforward enough, the an- 
swers {0 these three auestions are 
for many “wrapt in mystery.” 


What A Pound is Worth. 
What fs the gold standdird? 


Quite simple: it is just a yard. 
stiek—an International yardatick 
of value. If the. currency of at 
country conforms to the gold stan- 
dard, its unit of purchasing power: 
(in-our case, the pound sterling) 
has n definite value in relation to 
gold, and therefore in relation to 
the currencies of other countries 
which are on the gold standard too, 

This definite value is maintained 
by the free movement of geld be- 
tween gold-standard countries in 


the sotticment of international pny- 
ments, : 

Thus, as long'as we are on the 
gold standard, the pound sterling 
will always buy 4.86 dollars, 124 
francs, and s0 on. And hence our 
oversens creditors know exactly 
what thelr cliims upon the pound 
sterling are worth, in terms of the 
currencies of thoir own countries. 

Now if we should go off the gold 
standard this certainty (which is 
the basis of international canfi- 
denee) would disappear. 

‘Imagine a yardstick which mea- 
sures 36 Inches one.day, $2 inches 
the next, and, oncesit has begun 
to shrink, is linble to go on shrink- 
ing with alarming rapidity. 

This is what units of currency 
tend to do, once they couse tu be 
related to the gold standard, 
—For-thisthereare-two-reasons: 
One is that'a vicious elrele: Is~ Bet 
up of rising costa.and prices (ak 
witness the post-war circumstances 
of nearly all Europenn countries) ;

Some months ago we advocated 
the opening: of Magazine Gap Road 
to motor cars as a one-way route, 
downwards in the morning and up 
fo the Gap in the eventnys. It 
ia, of course, intended to widen 
the road at some time in the 
future, hut in the meantime, there 
tan be. littl objection to the 
scheme we suggeat. The saving

Economy Bill Debate, 


Today, in the Commons, the Pre: 
mier moving.the second reading of 
Economy.

tion, of which fifty-seven millions, 
considernbly more than half, were 
to be found by direct taxation. 

Twenty million pounds were 
covered by the previston made as 
regards the sinking fund and ia 
the bnekground was the conversion 
scheme, not estimated as yet,, bot

Fund. 

Then in the background, not 
estimated as yet, wae to be a 
conversion scheme, Jaunched at 
the very cartiest possible op- 
portunity, which would effect con- 
siderable ravings.
